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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner agrees that Sako teaches a 
reflection-type LCD, which corresponds to the Applicant's embodiment that teaches using a reflective mirror as the pinholes. The Applicant 
seems to be ignoring the fact that Sako also teaches a tranmissive type display that does not reflect the light that travels through the 
pinholes (for example, see the embodiment associated with Fig. 6). The pinholes (1 1 7) are not reflecting portions, as the Applicant 
attempts to argue, but instead are transmission parts (for example, see paragraph 0049). Regarding the Applicant's argument that the 
portions (107,117) can't be pinholes and the parts (108,118) can't be a pinhole mask, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The absorption 
portions (108,118) function as a mask the same way that the embodiments taught by the Applicant act, that is, they absorb incident light. 
The portions between the mask funciton the same way as the holes in the Applicant's embodiments, that is, they either are filled with a 
reflective material so that they reflect the incident light, or they allow the light to pass through. Regarding the Applicant's question, "How 
can a pin hole, as claimed by the Applicants, be a 'light interference film'?", the Examiner notes that the light interference film is the 
reflective mirror, as claimed by the Applicants in claim number 31. If the Applicants decides to contnuewith the arguments, the Examiner 
asks, how can the pinhole comprise a "reflective mirror"? 

Sako teaches that when an associated pixel is to be lit (on state) the liquid crystal molecules are aligned so that they are perpendicular to 
the substrate, such that the light is focused and travels on a straight path into the pinholes (107,117). When it is determined to not light the 
pixel (off state), the liquid crystal molecules are aligned parallel to the substrate and the light is not focused and is allowed to be deflected 
so that it hits the pinhole mask (108,118). . 
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
